SUPREME COURT 
JUDGE ESPOUSES 
DECISION RECALL 


Chief Justice Winslow of Wis- 
consin Also Defends the 
Tribunals from Attacks 

of Critics. _ 


POINTS OUT A REMEDY. 


20th Century People Have 18th 
Century Constitutions, He 
Tells Northwestern Uni- 
versity Alumni. 


—— 


Chief Justice John B. Winslow of the Su- 
court of Wisconsin, in an address de- 
livered lest night at the Hotel Le Galle be 
fore the alumni association of Northwestern 
university law school, announced himself 
as favorable to the recall of court decisions 
by. a referendum vote ef the people 

The justice spoke in defense of the courts 
of the country. He did not advocate the 
recell as a cure for the evils of American 
jurisprudence, but admitted that such evils 
exist and said the recall was preferable to 
Genunciation of the courts. 

Justice Winslow took the position that the 
courts are not to blame if they annul bene- 
Gcial laws on constitutional grounds. The 
guarantees and limitations of the constitu- 
tions of the state and the nation are in writ- 
ing and their meaning 1s clear. 


Remedy—Amend Constitutions. 

Where new legislation impinges upon the 
written fundamental jaw the judge must hold 
to the constitution or violate his oath of 
office and commit moral treason.” The 
remedy is to amen the constitutions. 

“In my judgment,“ he said, it should be 
made mu ch easier to amend the federal con- 
stitution.“ 

That document, he asserted, was written 
under eighteenth century conditions. Its 
authors could not possibly have foreseen the 
tremendous changes the next 200 years would 
bring. Te force this twentieth century na- 
tion to adhere rigidly to an eighteenth cen- 
tury constitution, he thought, is to torture 
ite people on “ a veritable bed of Procrustes.”’ 

The constitution, he said, should be made 
amensble to the following problems of 
crowded cities Which were either negligible 
or nonexistent halt à century ago "’: 

Child laber. 
Conditions of labor fer women. 
Housing.

7 Favors the Recall. 

‘Justice Winslow's mention of the recall 
eame after he had spoken vigorouely in crit- 
icigm of denunciation of the courts. Such 
denunciation, he said, was “‘a Shock to the 


the greater the shock.” It breeds, he s- 
serted, “ contempt of law, lawlessness, and 
ultimate anarchy.”’ s 

“It is not my purpéve now,” he continued, 
“to discuss the newly suggested remedies, 
and I merely say in passing that any method 
by which in some deliberate and orderly 
manner the decision supposed to be objec- 
tlona ble may be reviewed is far better than 
denunciation of the courts, even if such re- 
view be by referendum vote of the peogie, 
provided the referendum vote be taken at a 
time when temporary passion has passed and 
opportunity hag been given to fairly con- 
sider and debate the qiertion.”’ 


Points to 18th Century Constitutions. 

As to constitutional amendments, after de- 
claring himself in favor of such amendments 
being made easier, he said. 

The makers of the constitution and of our 
early state constitutions were able men, but 
however able they were they could not an- 
ticipate or solve the new problems of life and 
government which have upon us in the last 
half century. 

They built wisely for the conditions then 
existing; their great aim was to protect the 
rights and liberties of the individual citizen; 
they emphasized wider freedom because life 
was then essentially the individual life. 

“ But as individual life has more and more 
given birth to crowded community life, the 
rights and privileges once deemed essential 
to the perfect liberty of ‘the individual are 
often found to stand in the way of public wel- 
fare and to breed wrong and injustice to the 
eommunity at large. 

“In a word, the impervious and complex 
problems of great cities have come suddenly 
upon a people whose fundamental] law wes 
designed for a rural or semi-rural state. 

“Among these pressing problems are the 
problems of the tenement house, sanitation. 
congested areas in cities, child labor, female 
labor, or due compensation for personal in- 
juries received in dangerous occupations, and 
many more which were either negligible or 
nonexistent half a century ago.“

PLEA AGAINST THIRD TERM 


Boston; Mass. April 25.—[Specia!l.)--Presi- 
dent Taft tonight broke loose from imper- 
sonal campaigning for renominetion and de- 
voted his entire speech here to an attack on 
Theodore Roosevelt and a defense of the 
administration against chayges that have 
been made by Col. Roosevelt. 

Barlier in the day Mr. Tatt spoke along 
the same lines at Springfeld and Palmer, 
twice in Worcester, and at Natick, South 
Framingham, and several smaller towns. 

The president's attack comes in the midst 
of one of the most bitter campaigns ever 
waged in Massachusetts. Both factions 
realize the moral effect which a victory im the 
state primaries next Tuesaday will have 
throughout the country and both are making 
every effort to win them. 

Col. Roosevelt's friends are angry tonight 
at the attack of the president and the colonel 
himself Is expected to give decisive answer.

In substantiation of his declaration that 
he was not a partisan of William Lorimer 
the president quoted a letter he wrote to 
Col. Roosevelt in January, 1911, in the course 
of which he said: 

I have reed as much of the evidence as 
I could get et and am convinced that there 
wee a mess and mass of corruption upon 
which his election was founded that ought 
to be stamped with the disapproval of the sen- 

ate. te 

Denies Abuse of Patronage. 

The use and abuse of federal patronage 
as a means of getting delegates were denied. 
Mr. Taft sald that for years he has worked 
to get the merit system. ~ ederal posi- 
tions, he sald, were under the dictatorship of 
the congressmen, not the president, and he 
added that in Indiana and Montana federal 
office holders, named by former Senator Bev- 
eridge and Senator Dixon, were — in 
the interest of Roosevelt. 

In the south, he said, the majority of the 
office holders are holdovers from the Roose- 
velt administration and are working for the 
colonel’s renomination. The seven govern- 
ors who urged Roosevet! to enter the race 
again are using the whole power of the vari- 
ous state offices in his support, Mr. Taft 
declared. 

The speech throughout throws off all pre- 
tense of the courtesies,” and the way the 
president goes after his one time friend 
and his Bredecessor marks anew the bitter- 
ness of a preconvention campaign that is un- 
paralleled in recent times. 


Text of Taft’s Address. 
Following ig the text of Mr. Taft's speech: 
“In September, 1901, Theodore Roosevelt, 
then vice president. sueceeded to the presi- 
dency on the death of William McKinley 
and served three years and nearly six 
months as president in his firet term. He 
was a candidate at the election of 1904, and 
when he wae returned by an overwhelming 
vote in N ber of that year he announced 
that under no circumetances would he be a 
candidate for or accept another nomination. 

“ When the cempaign of 1908 approached 
he recommended to the American people 
that I, then his secretary of war, be made 
the Republican candidate for president in 
the approaching contest.

7,000 ARE MADE HOMELESS 


Mob in Recent Revolt Tears the 
Clothes from Men, Women, 
and Children. 


FEZ, Apri) B.— The Jewish quarter of Fes 
presents a lamentable spectacle as a result 
of the recent pillaging and looting by the 
revolting populace and mutinous Moorish 
soldiers. 

On the occasion of the 8 ravaging 
of the quarter the scenes enacted did not ap- 
proach in horror and devastation those which 
occurred iast week. 

Of the 12,000 Jewish residents of the capi- 
tal no fewer than 7,000 have been rendered 
homeless by fire and these have taken refuge, 
naked and hungry, in the gardens of the 
sultan’s palace. 


Wild Animals Surround 1 

Hundreds of emaciated human beings are 
huddled together there in empty cages of 
the sultan's menagerie, and these are sur- 
rounded by cages containing wild beasts, 
which, maddened by the sight of human 
fiesh, fill the gardens with their roars. 

When they attacked Mellah, the Jewish 
quarter, the people composing the infuriated 
mob were chiefly bent on pillaging. They 
tore the clothing from men, women, and 
children alike, and these, shrieking with 
terror, raced for refuge into the palace gar- 
dens.

ITALIANS KILL 300 TURKS 
IN KUMKALEH FORT ATTACK. 


Constantinople Running Short of Pro- 
visions as Result of Action of Foe’s 
Fleet Against the Dardanelles. 


[or CABLE TO CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, April 26, 3a. m. -A Constantino- 

phe dispatch to the Chronicle says the bom- 
bardment of the Dardanelles fort by the 
Italian warships was much more serious than 
is officially admitted. 
The Kumkaleh fort was completely demol- 
ished, Three hundred Turks were kilied and 
815 wounded. Of the latter 265 were brought 
to Constantinople, while the other fifty are 
in the hospital at Kumkaleh. 

The situation in Constantinople is becom- 
ing more serious daily. There is a dearth 
of provisions, and it is feared that nothing 
in that line is coming in. 

One hundred: steamships are waiting in 
Greek harbors for permission to pass the 
Dardanelles. There is plenty of cereals 
aboard the ships in the Bosphorus, but all are 
consigned abroad.

McCabe Declares That Charge Made 
Against Him Is Falee.

‘Washington, D. C., April 25.—[{Special.]— 
At à conference of progressive Republican 
leaders in the house tonight it was decided 
to demand an early investigation of the 
charges that the inspection of meats in Chi- 
cago and other packing centers nas been 
nullified by Secretary Wilson, Solicitor Me- 
Cabe, and Dr. A. D. Melvin. chief of the bu- 
reau of animal industry. 

Among the leaders who attended the con- 
ference were Representatives Norris, Mur- 
dock, Lenroot, and Neilson, who is the author 
of the resolution demanding the investiga- 
tion. 

Much of the evidence which Representative 
Nelson says he has to present was gathered 
by the Rev. Caroline Barlett Crane of Kala- 
mazoo, Mich. 


Nelson Tells of Charges. 

“The fact is that the people are spending 
$3,000,000 a year to put the government stamp 
of purity on impure meas,” said Congress- 
man Nelson today. The meat inspection 
law is all right, and if strictly administered 
would be a blessing. but under the influence 
of the American Meat Packers’ association 
Willison, Mecave, and Melvin have inter- 
preted the law in such a way as to nullify it 
almost completely. Much of the inspection 
is worse than none at all. 

“ Diseased meat is passed by the inspec- 
tors and given the government stamp of ap- 
proval. To be sure the diseased parts are 
cut out, but the remaindcer of the carca@es 
is then given the government guarantee just. 
like the carcass of an animal without à trace 
of disease.” 

Mr. Nelson said the packers have sought 
to influence the training of inspectors by 
offering to donate land for a school of veteri- 
nary science at the University of Tlinois.
